NOTE; When ! got the edit to interview 
these two guys I didn't wdste a second 1 
Having been a fen of ELLEFSON *$ work for 
many years, I looked forward to meeting 
him and one of hts more prolific 
contributors-TOM MARNICK It proved to 
be quite an experience , ELLEFSON 
(resembled a tall FRANK ZAPPA) dressed 
in jeans, sneakers and pull-over Cardigan, 
turned out to be a (very) friendly, 
quick-witted, well-read and somewhat of 
a cartoonist mogul, barking orders to his 
staff from behind an immense, 
custom-made , mahogany desk and 
answering dozens of phone calls during 
the two-hour interview. 


MARNICK (who showed up fashionably 
fate) proved to be an interesting contrast 
Dressed in a disheveled $500.00 JOHN 
DiFOOL French-cut business suit and a 
huge 24-carat diamond earring , MARNICK 
reminded me of a 60 year old Cajun from 
New Orleans. AAARNICK was humorous t 
eloquent end showed a vast knowledge 
of cars, movies f comics, Liz Short and 
bathroom fungus . 

BORTZOIL: When did you first decide to 
become a cartoonist? Particularly a 
CARtoonist..? 

ELLEFSON: Well, back in the early fifties I 
used to repair cars on the old MGM 


lot _ . all the stars had hot rods back then, 
anyway I used to make little sketches of 
the cars for some of the secretaries. One 
day AUTO PREMINGER was walking by, 
looked at some of them and said: "Oy!

Arid he sent me 
to Italy to study with CARLOS RIMGIOSBI, 
perhaps the world’s greatest auto 
cartoonist. After I returned in 'SB, J just 
naturally became one of the hotshots with 
CARtoons, CYClEtoans, SURFtoons, etc. 
BORTZOIL: Wow! PREMINGER, wasn't he a 
director? 

ELLEFSON: Nah, he just ran the parking lot 
at MGM.
